The Holy Father says that the 
charity of Christ moves him to ap- 
peal to all people “to resist with 

yall their might the evils which are 
crushing humanity, and the still 
greater evils which are threaten- 
ing.” In the past, he observes, one 
nation at a time was visited with 
afflictions, while today “the whole 
of humanity is held bound by the 
economic crisis.” 

The Pope attributes private, na- 

tional and international distress to 
greed, which breeds distrust, envy, 
hatred, selfishness, excessive na- 
fionalism, dishonesty; which kills 
brotherly love, promotes unholy 
rivalry, corrupts polities, encour- 
ages Communism, and stimulates 
the propaganda of irreligion and 
atheism. 


Until recent years, the Holy 
Father rightly contends, the athe- 
ist was an isolated individual, lost 
in the crowd, and, therefore, harm- 
less. But today people, who lack 
active faith in God, who are dis- 
eonsolate and suffering privations, 
ford a fertile field to eistic’ 
Propaganda, and the ungodly are 
taking every advantage of their 
opportunity.

F the words of the Holy Ghost,

There is plenty of indifferentism 
even in Catholic countries, due 
principally to the exclusion of re- 
ligious Instruction in the s¢chodls 


and to the appeal which Socialism, 
Communism, or Hitlerism, makes 
to the masses. The indifference 
does not result from a lack of 
authority behind religious teach- 
ing, or to any uncertain or contra- 
dictory moral or social standards 
held before the people. 

But if the truth were to be stat- 
ed, the cause of God is secure only 
in the Catholic religion, or, in other 
words, among one-fifth of the 
world’s population. Why are we 
so certain that this is true? Be- 
cause God’s cause is best promoted 
through the enforcement of His 
moral law, and it has been the tar- 
get against which the darts not 
only of Christianity’s enemies, but 
of many non-Catholic ecclesiastical 
bodies have been directed. 

With the Bible in hand, which 
emphasizes the sacredness of mar- 
riage and its indissolubility, which 
brands as very evil the thing 
which has commonly become known 
as Birth Control, ecclesiastics have 
thrown their influence towards the 
new morality, which surrenders to 
the base passions of the people. 
To them Christ’s words are as ap- 
plicable as they were to Saul: 
“Why persecutest thou Me?” Christ 
is not only persecuted when His 
Church is persecuted, but He is 
persecuted when His moral law, 
dear as the apple of His eye, is 
repudiated. 

When Christianity was first 
spread among the pagans it found 
the very vices which are 80 pre- 
valent in our world today, and con- 
doned . by millions of so-called 
Christians.

Huge Increase 
in the Cost of 
Government 


qe cost of operating the na- 
tional, state and local govern- 
ments in our country has risen from 
$3,000,000,000.00 in 1913 to $15,- 
000,000,000.00 in 1932; the per cap- 
ita cost from $30.24 to $124.42, or 
more than 400%, even after allow- 
ing for the increase in population. 

The black area on the blocks in 
the chart on this page indicates the 
proportion of the total which is 
spent by the federal government; 
the white, the amount spent by the 
different states; and the shaded 
portions, the expenses of operating 
city, town, county and township 
governments. 

Three-fourths of the federal gov- 
ernment expenses have been occa- 
sioned either directly or indirectly 
by the World War. 

Public school education calls for 
twenty-five per cent of state ex- 
penditure and twenty-one per cent 
of all local government costs. 

The federal government carries a 
debt of nearly $18,000,000,000.00. 
State debts amount to $2,000,000,- 
000.00 in round numbers. City, 
town, and county debts aggregate 
$10,000,000,000.00. There is, there- 
fore, a total indebtedness against 
the people of the United States of 
$30,000,000,000.00, 

Dividing this amount by the total 
number of people in the United 
States we find that the portion of 
each person is $250.00. This would 
mean an obligation against every 
family of four of $1,000.00. If you, 
the reader, only had to pay a six 


‘|per cent interest on this fund it 


would mean $60.00 a year; but 
these debts must be retired some- 
time. 

There is a general movement in 
the United States for a reduction 
of taxes; but taxes can be reduced 
only after we have assurance that 
there will also be greater economy 
in the administration of all public 
works, even including that of public 
school education. 

It is generally conceded that re- 
duction in all operating costs can 
be effected even without cutting

to realize these fundamental facts of 
history: 1. Jesus Christ actually 
founded a Church. 2. He conferred 
wpon that Church the jurisdiction and 
the power to teach all mankind. 38. 
The Church which Christ founded 
and clothed with such power and au- 
thority is the Catholic Church. 


From the above historical facts, 
there follows with inexorable logic 
the simple conclusion: The Catholic 
Church is the one true Church, estab- 
lished by Jesus Christ for the salva- 
tion of all mankind. Is there any pos- 
sible escape from this conclusion? 
While admitting as all men must ad- 
mit, that the Catholic Church was 
founded by Jesus Christ, some have 
pought to escape from the above con- 
tlusion by alleging that the Catholic 
Church in the course of ages ceased 
to teach the pure truths of Christ, in- 
troduced error, and therefore is not 
today to be regarded as the true 
Church. 


But this can only be true if our 
Saviour broke the promises He made 
to His Church when He said: “And 


to the consummation of the world,” 
and “upon this rock I will build my 
Church and the gates of hell shall not 
prevail against it.” If Christ broke 
those solemn promises, then we can 
confidently affirm that there is not to- 
day anywhere on the face of the 
earth, the true Church of God. That 
Christ did not break His pledge, is 
evident from the fact that the Catho- 
lic Church is the only institution in 
Christendom which has come down 
through nineteen hundred _ years 
teaching the world today the same 
deposit of divine truth which she

Christ Has Fulfilled 
His Promise 


The Church has suffered from 
kings and emperors, from the days of 
Nero to those of Lenin and Stalin in 
our own. In every land her children 
have suffered martyrdom for the 
faith. They have braved the execu- 
tioner’s sword. They have faced the 
wild lions in the Roman arena. They 
have withstood the burning fagots at 
the martyr’s stake. Neither have they 
quailed before the firing squad of the 
modern day. 


The Church has witnessed the de-

But she has not surrendered, either 


for king or peasant, one single jot or 
tittle of those divinely revealed truths 
which Jesus Christ commanded her to 
proclaim to all the nations of the

She has withstood the acids of 
modern unbelief which have eaten so 
deeply into the traditional fabrics of 
other faiths. She has refused to sur- 
render to the gilded paganism of the 
day, and has declined to lower her 
ethical standards to suit the demands 

| of a pleasure loving world. She has 
'efused to make compromise with 


and the same forever.” (Heb. 13:8) 
This perpetuity of the Church, this 
survival through all the ages, without 
the surrender of any of her truths, 
and without ever ceasing to carry her 
divine deposit of doctrine to all the 
nations of the world, is the blinding 
evidence that Christ has kept His pro- 
mise to be with her all days. The 
Catholic Church today is as truly the 
Church of Christ as she was when she 
first came from the hands of her Di- 
vine Founder, nineteen centuries ago 
in Judea. 


Ceaseless Division Within 
Protestantism 


In contrast with the unbroken con- 
tinuity of the Catholic Church 
stretching down through nineteen 
hundred years, preserving her unity 
of faith inviolate under one supreme 
spiritual head, are the various sects 
which arose in the course of the cen- 
turies and which are conspicuous 
either for the lateness of their arrival 
upon the stage of Christendom, or for 
their impermanence and. instability, 
and for the divisions and disintegra- 
tions which have gone steadily on 
within their own ranks. The heretical 
sects which sprang up in the early 
centuries, such as the Novatians, 
Macedonians, and Pelagians, have 
disappeared from the earth, leaving 
only their names and the memory of 
their errors to posterity. As the 
branch of the tree that is cut off from 
the trunk, and is thus deprived of the 
life-giving sap, speedily withers and 
dies, so these sects when separated 
from the Mother Church, were de- 
prived of the life-giving graces flow- 
ing through her sacramental veins to 
all the members of her organic body, 
and speedily withered and died. 


It was the realization of this truth 
that brought that gifted scholar, John 
Henry Newman of Oxford Univer- 
sity, England, into the fold of Christ. 
While engaged in his great historical] 
investigation of the Monophysites 
and other heretical sects in the early 
ages, the startling question suddenly 
burst upon him: “Am I not after all 
in the same relative position to the | 
Church of Christ as the Monophysites 
of the fifth century?” As he surveyed 
the innumerable divisions within Pro- 
testantism, the query persisted: 
“What is the difference in the position 
of all the Protestant sects who cut

The penetrating realization of the 


implications of that historical analogy 
that now loomed up vividly before 
him, stubborn and ineradicable, proved 
to be the turning point in his life.

With all the 
might of his powerful intellect he 
struggled valiantly to establish some 
logical justification for Episcopalian- 
ism as a sect or “branch” 
from Rome. But all his continued re-

served but to convince him beyond all 
possibility of doubt, that the Catholic 
Church alone was founded by Christ, 
and that she alone retained in their 
fullness the teachings of the apostles. 
The conclusion which follows with ir- 
resistible logic, that the Catholic 
Church is the one true Church of 
Christ on earth, brought this gifted 
scholar, as it has brought many other 
brilliant minds, both before and since 
his day, into the fold of Christ. 

For in the twentieth century as in 
the fifth, when a branch is torn from 
the trunk of a tree, it withers and 
dies. The constant divisions and 
ceaseless disintegration which have 
been going on within Protestantism 
since it separated from the Mother 
Church, is after all but a form of in- 
stitutional withering and creedal 
death. There is not a single one of 
the founders of a Protestant creed, 


who if he returned to earth today 
would recognize either his creed or 


his progeny.

Lutherans Deplore 
Birth Control Plea 
Of Federal Council 


New York.—The pronouncement, 
in 1931, of the Federal Council of 
the Churches of Christ in America 
in favor of birth control led to the 
adoption by the fourth annual con- 
vention of the United Lutheran 
Synod of New York, recently, of a 


resolution memorializing the Unit-| 


Detroit—“The Rev. Charles E. 
Coughlin, pastor of the Shrine of 
the Little Flower in Royal Oak, 
uses material from the encyclicals 
of Popes Leo XIII and Pius XI, 
and has not gone as far as these 
Pontiffs in his radio sermons.” 
This statement was made by the - 
Most Rev. Michael J. Gallagher, 
Bishop of Detroit, in an interview 
with the editor of The Michigan 
Catholic, weekly published here. 
“Pope Leo XIII,” said the Bis- 
hop, “declared in his encyclica 
‘Rerum Novarum,’ that ‘a sma 
number of very rich men have been 
able to lay upon the teeming 
masses of the laboring poor a 
yoke little better than that of 
slavery itself.’ Pope Pius XI went 
further than his predecessor. In 
his encyclical, "Reconstructing the 
Social Order,’ he not only advocat- 
ed a living wage but also urged 
that labor be given a share in the 
profits of industry. Father Cough- 
lin has not gone that far. 


“In issuing their encyclicals, Leo 
XITI and Pius XI not only aimed 
at instructing the world im_ the 
principles of Christ, but also en- 
deavored to moderate labor and to 
head off Socialism and Communism, 
which, if not checkmated, threaten 
to sweep away all capitalism. Pius 
XI urges a thorough reconstruction 
of our present social and economic 
order.” 


Asked if he intended to order 
Father Coughlin to discontinue his 
radio sermons, the Bishop said: 


“I have no intention of inter- 
fering.” 

In answer to the criticism re- 
cently made that in his sermons 
Father Coughlin is “setting class 
against class,” the Bishop pointed 
out that “Christ was not setting 
class against class when He re- 
buked the abuse of wealth, and 
neither Pope Leo nor Pope Pius 
has been accused of setting class 
against class in encyclicals regard- 
ing the abuse of riches and power 
and the rights of labor.” 


“Father Coughlin has said noth- 
ing as strong on these subjects as 
the utterances of Leo XIII or Pius 
XI. To accuse him of fomenting 
class bitterness is to accuse the 
Popes and to accuse Christ of set- 
ting class against class.” 

The Bishop commented briefly on 
the latest encyclical of Pope Pius 
XI, declaning that he believes the 
Pope has “done a magnificent 
thing in calling attention to this 
now when atheism is increasing by 
leaps and bounds in this country, 
unfortunately, and everywhere.”

Washington—In Catholic church- 
es and homes throughout the na- 
tion an “octave of prayer and ree 
parations to Almighty God” will 
begin on the Feast of the Sacred 
Heart, June 3, in response to the 
recent Encyclical of His Holiness 
Pope Pius XI.

“Nothing is more important than to avert from 
Europe the danger of war, and thus all that can be done 
towards this end must be considered as a work of public 
safety. The menacing multiplication of armies is 
calculated rather to excite rivalry and suspicions than 
to repress them. It troubles men’s minds by a restless 
expectation of coming disasters, and meanwhile it 
weighs down the citizens with expenses so heavy that 
one may doubt whether they are not even more intoler- 
able than war itself,” 


Five years later, in the year 1894, the same Pope 
wrote: 


“We behold the condition of Europe. For many years 
pont peace has been rather an appearance than a reality. 
essessed with mutual suspicions almost all the nations 
are vying with one another in equipping themselves with 
military armaments. Inexperienced youths are removed 
from parental direction and control to be thrown amid 
the dangers of the soldier’s life; robust young men are 
taken from agriculture, or ennobling studies or trade, or 
the arts, to be put under arms. Hence, the treasures of 
the States are exhausted by the enormous expenditures, 
the national resources are frittered away, and private 
fortunes impaired, and this, as it ewere, armed peace 
which now prevails eannot last much longer. Can this 
be the norma! condition of human society? Yet we cannot 
escape from this situation and obtain true peace except 
by the aid of Jesus Christ.” | 

The question asked by the Pope, “Can this be the 
normal condition of seciety?’ is very significant. Sure- 
ly the Almighty never intended that His children should 
be normally arrayed against one another for mutual 
destruction. The answer to this question suggests that 
if all the nations of Europe were united in one religion 
under one common father, such a bond would cement 
them together in brotherly love and offer the surest 
guarantee of international peace. With such peace 
guaranteed there would be no need of international 
rivalry in costly armaments. : 

Pope Pius X, three years before the outbreak of 
the World War, wrote in a letter to the Apostolic Dele- 
gate to the United States: 

“To compose differences, to restrain the outbreak 
of hostilities, to prevent the dangers of war, to remove 
even the anxieties of so-called armed peace is, indeed, 
most praiseworthy, and any effort to this cause, even 
though it may not immediately or wholly accomplish its 
ae amie manifests, nevertheless, a zeal which cannot 
ut redound to the credit of its authors and be of benefit 
to the State. This is especially true at the present day. 
... Wherefore We most heartily commend the work 
already begun, which should be approved by all good 
men, and We most gladly lend the weight of Our au- 
thority to those who are striving to realize this most

Of course, we are all familiar with the efforts of 
Renedict XV to induce the belligerent nations to arbi- 
trate their difficulties according to a plan which was 
later copied in large part by President Wilson. Had 
the European nations listened to Benedict, the American 
nation would never have gotten into the war, and the 
map of Europe would not have been so disarranged to 
the disadvantage of a number of small countries. 

When Pius XI succeeded Benedict XV, he chose as 
his motto, “The Peace of Christ in the Kingdom of 
Christ.” Since the Kingdom of Christ is international 
that meant that his chief. aim would be to establish and 
promote international peace. It is, therefore, not the 
fault of the Catholic Church that there are “constantly 
wars and rumors of wars.” 


Pius XI, only last October, wrote: 


“Since the unbridled race in armaments, which on 
the one hand is the consequence of international rivalry, 
and on the other is the cause of enormous expenditure 
taken out of the resources available for the public well- 
being, is not the least of the reasons for the present 
crisis, We cannot refrain from renewing and making 
Our own the grave warning of Our Predecessor. We 
deplore the fact that it has not yet been heeded and We 
exhort you, Venerable Brethren, to employ every means 
at your disposal through preaching and through the 
xress to enlighten men’s minds and to incline their 

earts to the requirements of right reason and, even 
more, of the law of Christ.” 

In keeping with the aims and purposes of the.

Julius II was the first Pope to 
issue a’ Papal Bull regarding the 
translation of the Holy House of 
Nazareth to Loretto, Italy. The 
Holy House is intimately associat- 
ed with the Holy Name Society, 
for in its sacred precincts the 
NAME OF JESUS was first pro- 
nounced by the Archangel Gabriel 
‘to the Blessed Virgin Mary: “Be- 
hold, thou shalt conceive ... and

call His Name Jesus” (Luke I, 31). 
Since the pontificate of Julius IL,

Biography of Julius II 


Pope Julius Il was born Decem- 
ber 15, 1443, at Albisola, Italy. His 
family name was Giuliano della 
Rovera. He joined the Franciscan 
Order of which his unele—later 
Pope Sixtus [V—was General. The 
latter was an ardent advocate of 
the Holy Name devotion which he 
indulgenced when he ‘became Pope. 

On December 15, 1471, Sixtus 
IV made his nephew (later Julius 
Il) Cardinal Priest of San Pietro 
in Vincoli, and he succeeded Pius 
Ill, who had been Pope only 26 
days, to the Papacy on October 31, 
1503, at the age of sixty. 

Julius II laid the foundation 
stone of the present St. Peter’s 
church in Rome on April 11, 1506, 
in the presence of 35 Cardinals. 
He thus became the founder of the 
greatest Cathedral in the world. 
He also beautified other churches, 
among them St. Peter in Vincoler; 
Santa Maria del Populo (Cardinal 
Mundelein’s titular church); St. 
Maria Maggiore; Holy House of 
Loretto. Under his _ pontificate 
flourished the great artists, Bra- 
oT Michael Angelo, and Raph-

In 1507 he issued a Papal Bull 
regarding the Holy House of Lo- 
retto, which House is so closely 
connected with the Holy Name of 
Jesus. Here also originated the 
“Litany of Loretto.” 

Among the devotions which 

Julius II encouraged were: Devo- 
tions in honor of St. Ann; the 
Blessed Sacrament; the Passion of 
Christ; the Holy House of Loretto. 
He was greatly interested in the 
missions of America and erected 
bishoprics in San Domingo, and in 
San Juan, Porto Rico. The Religi- 
ous Orders found in Julius I a 
kind and helpful friend. 
Aside from some shortcomings, 
writers say that, all im all, Julius 
Il was a great man and a unique 
figure among the Popes. It was 
his -courage and energy which 
Michael Angelo thought worthy of 
being symbolized in his colossal 
statue of Moses for the tomb of 
Julius II in the church of St. Peter 
in Vincoli in Rome. Gregorovius 
calls Julian II “The greatest Pope 
since Innocent IIL” P. de Grassis 
writes in his diary that Julius I 
“was a true Pope and Vicar of 
Christ, a pillar of justice, a zealous 
promoter of the Apostolic Church.” 
He died in Rome February 21, 
1513, and was buried in St. Peter’s. 
In 1527 his remains were scattered. 
His mausoleum is now in the 
Church of St. Peter in Vincoli in 
Rome. 

Holy Name Comment 

Several years ago I knelt in the 
Holy House of Loretto, where the 
Name of Jesus was first spoken. I 
meditated on that Blessed Name— 
a Name which according to St. 
Bernardine, “Fills the hearts with 
divine sweetness.” How impressive 
sounded the words of the angel, 
“And thou shalt call His Name 
Jesus.” Nowhere in all the world 
do the words of the Angelus and 
of the Litany of Loretto sound 
sweeter than in the Holy House 
where they originated. 
The prophecy of St. Malachy 
calls Julius IJ “Fructus Jovis 
Juvabit”—“The Acorn will Aid.” 
(His coat of arms bore an oak).

Lutherans Would 
Prohibit “Encyclicals” 

NEW YORK @ITY.—An at- 
tempt made by the United Luth- 
eran Synod of New York to pro- 
hibit the Federal Council of 
Churches of Christ in America 
from ever issuing again a pro- 
nouncement, or what has come to 
be called “a Protestant Encyclical,” 
without first submitting it to each 
of the twenty-eight church bodies 
that compose the council and then 
attaching to it a list of those 
church bodies that fail to approve. 
The fight against the Federal 
Council is due to the pronounce- 
ment issued April 15, 1931, approv- 
ing birth control and family limi- 
tation. 

A resolution to limit the coun- 
cil’s action was offered at the 
fourth annual convention of the 
synod. 
The resolution was presented by 
a special committee on relations to 
the Federal Council of Churches, 
after a row over the Federal Coun- 
cil’s “Encyclical” on birth control 
at the last convention of the synod 
in New Haven, Conn. The fight at 
that time was over a resolution 
asking that the synod memorialize 
the United Lutheran Church of 
America to withdraw from the 
Federal Council because of its ap- 
proval of birth control. 
The resolution is as follows: 
Resolved: That the United Luth- 
eran Synod of New York memor- 
ialize the United Latheran Church 
in America to request the Federal 
Council of Churches of Christ in 
America that before making public 
pronouncements and _  representa- 
tions with regard to issues of pub- 
lic concern, for which pronounce- 
ments and representations certain 
official church bodies may not wish 
to be held responsible, to ascertain 
first the position of such bodies in- 
volved, consultative or otherwise, 
and list such as may not be in 
agreement. 
Pope Soon te Open 

: New Art Gallery 
VATICAN CITY.—Of the many 
new buildings constructed since the 
birth of the Vatican City State 
none can have such an interest for 
the world at large as the new pic- 
ture gallery that is soon to be for- 
mally opened by the Pope in per- 
son. The Vatican gallery is small 
in eomparison with many famous 
collections. Nevertheless, it pos- 
sesses paintings by Raphael, Leon- 
ardo da Vinci, Domenichino and 
Guido Reni that are the envy of 
other countries. These canvases 
have now been housed scientifically 
in surroundings where they can be 
seen and appreciated better than 
ever. 

The gallery occupies one of the 

highest and finest sites im the Vati- 
ean. It consists of two stories. The 
lower story is level with the eigh- 
teenth-century garden (upon which 
it has trenched considerably) and 
the upper story with the museum’s 
entrance. 
Unsatisfactory lighting was one 
of the great drawbacks to the old 
gallery. This meant that many pic- 
tures, in order to be seen properly, 
had to be mounted upon hinged 
frameworks harmful to pictures. 
There is no need for such contri- 
vances in the new gallery. The 
heavy pictures are being hung upon 
a new type of framework expressly 
designed by Professor Biagetti, the 
well-known director of the Vatican 
picture gallery. Advantage has 
been taken for the transfer of the 
collection to put a number of the 
canvases into new frames and, af- 
ter preliminary tests with paper 
dummies or rough sketches, to hang 
the pictures in a harmonious man- 
ner.

Priest Reaches Top 
Of Alaskan Volcano

FALSE PASS, ALASKA.—A 
party of two students and myself 
have successfully made the first 
ascent of Mount Shishaldin, a vol- 
cano of Unimak Island, which was 
in extremely active eruption two 
months ago. We reached the sum- 
mit of the 9,400 foot cone, which 
was still emitting ashes and flow- 
ing lava, six days ago. 

The climb was made in a bliz- 
zard by Kenneth Chisholm, George 
Peterson and myself in twenty-one 
hours. 

After studying the meteorologi- 
cal conditions, I judged that the al- 
most constant storms at the base 
did not rage above the 6,000-foot 
level, 

On our ascent, which was begun 
near dawn the morning of the 16th, 
we found that judgment correct. 
After climbing for several hours 
through a blizzard we came out 
through the clouds onto the gla- 
ciered slopes of the Shishaldin 
cone.

ing of a ristian tradition, of the 
history of the Church: in the great Biswas 
ties, in the great tribulations of Chris- 
tianity, when the need of God’s help was 
most pressing, the faithful either spontan- 
eously or more often following the lead and 
exhortations of their holy pastors, have al- 
Ways taken in hand the two most mighty 
weapons of spiritual life—prayer and pen- 
ance. By that sacred instinct, by which 
unconsciously as it were the Christian peo- 
ple are guided when not led astray by the 
sowers of tares, and which is none other 
than that “Mind of Christ” of which the 
Apostle speaks, the faithful have always 
felt immediately in such cases the need of 
purifying their souls from sin with contri- 
tion of heart, with the sacrament of recon- 
ciliation and of appeasing divine justice 
with external works of penance as well. 


Certainly We know, and with you, Vener- 
able Brethren, We deplore the fact that in 
our day the idea and the name of expiation 
and penance have with many lost in great 
part the power of rousing enthusiasm of 
heart and heroism in sacrifice. In other 
times they were able to inspire such feel- 
ings, for they appeared in the eyes of men 
of faith as sealed with a divine. mark in 
likeness of Christ and His Saints: but now- 
adays there are some who would put aside 
external mortifications as things of the 
past; without mentioning the modern “auto- 
nomous man” who despises penance as 
bearing the mark of servitude. As a fact 
the notion of the need of penance and ex- 
plation is lost in proportion as belief in God 
is weakened, and the idea of an original 
sin and of a first rebellion of man against 
God becomes confused and disappears. 


Danger of Separating Morality 
From Religion 


But We on the other hand, Venerable 
Brethren, have the duty of the Pastoral 
Office of bearing aloft these names and 
ideas and of preserving them in their true 
meaning, in their genuine dignity, and still 
more in their practical and necessary appli- 
eation to Christian life. To this We are 
urged by the very defense of God and re- 
ligion, which We sustain, since penance is 
of its nature a recognition and re-estab- 
lishment of the moral order in the world 
that is founded on the eternal law, that is 
on the living God. He who makes satisfac- 
tion to God for sin recognizes thereby the 
sanctity of the highest principles of 
morality, their internal binding power, the 
need of a sanction against their violation. 
Certainly one of the most dangerous errors 
of our age is the claim to separate morality 
from religion; thus removing all solid basis 
for any legislation. This intellectual error 
might perhaps have passed unnoticed and 
appeared less dangerous when it was con- 
fined to a few, and belief in God was still 
the common heritage of mankind, and was 
tacitly presumed even in the case of those 
who no longer professed it openly. But to- 
day, when atheism is spreading through the 
masses of the people, the practical conse- 
quences of such an error become dreadfully 
tangible, and realities of the saddest kind 
make their appearance in the world. 


In place of moral laws which disappear 
together with the loss of faith in God, brute 
force is imposed trampling on every right. 
Old time fidelity and honesty of conduct and 
mutual intercourse extolled so much even by 
the orators and poets of paganism, now 
give place to speculations in one’s own af- 
fairs as in those of others without refer- 
ence to conscience. In fact, how can any 
contract be maintained and what value can 
any treaty have, in which every guarantee 
of conscience is lacking? And how can 
there be talk of guarantees of conscience 
when all faith in God and all fear of God 
has vanished? Take away this basis, and 
with it. all moral law falls, and there is no 
remedy left to stop the gradual but imevi- 
table destruction of peoples, families, the 
state, civilization itself.

And even for mén individually, penance 
is the foundation and bearer of true peace 
detaching them from earthly and perishable 
goods, lifting them up to goods that are 
eternal, giving them, even in the midst of 
privations and adversity, a peace that the 
world with all its wealth and pleasures 
cannot give. One of the most pleasing and 
joyous songs ever heard in this vale of 
tears is without doubt the famous “Canticle 
of the Sun” of St. Francis. Now the man 
who composed it, who wrote and sang it, 
was one of the greatest penitents, the Poor 
Man of Assisi, who possessed absolutely 
nothing on earth, and bore in his emaciated 
pe the painful stigmata of his crucified 
ord, 

Prayer then and penance are the two 
potent inspirations sent to us at this time 
by God, that we may lead back to Him 
mankind that has gone astray and wanders 
about without a guide; they are the inspira- 
tions that will dispel and remedy the first 
and principal cause of every revolt and 
every revolution, the revolt of man against 
God. But the peoples themselves are called

Let the faithful ab- 
stain at least from entertainments and 
amusements however lawful; let those who 
are in easier circumstances deduct als 
something voluntarily, in the spirit of 
Christian austerity, from the moderate 
measure of their usual manner of life, be- 
stowing rather on the poor the proceeds of 
this retrenchment, since almsgiving is also 
an excellent means of satisfying divine jus- 
tice and drawing down divine mercies. And 
let the poor, and all those who at this time 
are facing the hard trial of want of work 
and searity of food, let them in a like spirit 
of penance offer with greater resignation 
the privaticas imposed on them by thes 
hard times and the state of society, which 
Divine Providence in an inscrutable but 
ever loving plan has assigned them. Let 
them accept with a humble and trustful 
heart from the hand of God the effects of 
poverty, rendered harder by the distress im 
which mankind is now struggling; let them 
rise more generously even to the divine 
sublimity of the Cross of Christ, reflecting 
on the fact that if work is among the 
greater values of life, it was nevertheless 
love of a suffering God that saved the 
world; let them take comfort in the cer- 
tainty that their sacrifices and _ their 
troubles borne in a Christian spirit will 
eoncur efficaciously to hasten the hour of 
mercy and peace,

If We pass in review the long and sor- 
rowful sequence of woes, that, as a sad her- 
itage of sin, mark the stages of fallen man’s 
earthly pilgrimage from the flood on, it 
would be hard to find spiritual and material 
distress so deep, so universal, as that which 
Wwe are now experiencing; even the greatest 
scourges that left indellible traces in the 
lives and memories of peoples, struck only 
one nation at a time. Now, on the contrary, 
the whole of humanity is held bound by the 
financial and economic crisis, so fast, that 
the more it struggles the harder appears 
the task of loosening its bonds; there 
is no people, there is no. state, no 
society or family which in one way or 
another, directly or indirectly to a greater 
or less extent, does not feel the repercus- 
sion. Even those, very few in number, who 
appear to have in their hands, together with

guide of all social intercourse, are trampled 
upon; the solid foundations of right and 
honesty, on which the state should rest, are 
undermined; polluted and closed are the 
sources of those ancient traditions which, 
based on faith in God and fidelity to his law, 
secured the true progress of nations. 


Profiting by so much economic distress 


enormous wealth, the destinies of the world, 
even those very few who with their specu- 
lations were and are in great part the cause 
of so much woe are themselves quite often 
the first and most notorious victims, drag- 
ging down with themselves into the abyss 
the fortunes of countless others: thus veri- 
fying in a terrible manner and before the 
whole world what the Holy Ghost had al- 
ready proclaimed for every sinner in par- 
ticular: “By what things a man sinneth, 
by the same also he is tormented,” 

This deplorable state of things, Venerable 
Brethren, makes Our paternal heart groan; 
and makes Us feel more and more deeply 
the need of adopting, in the measure of Our 
insufficiency, the sublime sentiment of the 
Sacred Heart of Jesus: “I have compassion 
on the multitude.” But still more deplora- 
ble is the root from which springs this con- 
dition of affairs: For, if what the Holy 
Ghost affirms through the mouth of St. Paul 
is ever true, much more is it true at present: 
“The desire of money is the root of all 
evils.” Is it not that lust of earthly goods, 
that the pagan poet called with righteous 
scorn “the accursed hunger for gold;” is it 
not that sordid egoism which too often reg- 
ulates the mutual relations of individuals 
and society; is it not, in fine, greed, what- 
ever be its species and form, that has 
brought the world to a pass we all sec and 
deplore? From greed arises mutual dis- 
trust, that casts a blight on all human 
dealings; from greed arises hateful envy 
which makes a man consider the advantages 
of another as losses to himself; from greed 
arises narrow individualism which orders 
and subordinates everything to its own ad- 
vantage without taking account of others, 


on the contrary cruelly trampling under foot 


all rights of others. Hence the disorder 
and inequality from which arises the ac- 
cumulation of the wealth of nations in the 
hands of a small group of individuals who 


manipulate the market of the world at their 


own caprice, to the immense harm of the 
masses, as we showed last year in Our En- 
eyclical Letter “Quadragesimo Anno.” 


Christian Charity Enlivens 
Patriotism 


Right order of Christian charity does not 
‘ disapprove of lawful love of country and 
a sentiment of justifiable nationalism; on 
the contrary it controls, sanctifies and en- 
livens them. If, however, egoism, abusing 
this love of country and exaggerating this 
sentiment of nationalism, insinuates itself 
into the relations between people and people,

Methodist Council 
Votes To Liberalize 
Ruling On Divorce 


Atlantic City—The thirty-first 
quadrennial session of the General 
Conference of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, which completed its 
work here recently, voted to revise 
the church laws pertaining to di- 
vorce. Under the new ruling, re- 
garded as a liberalization of the 
Methodist stand on divorce, a min- 
ister may solemnize the marriage 
of an “innocent person when it is 
clearly established by competent 
testimony that the true cause for 
divorce was adultery or other vic- 
ious conditions which, through men- 
tal or cruelty or physical peril, in- 
validate the marriage vow.” 

Previously the law regarding re- 
marriage of a divorced person re- 
quired that he or she be the inno- 
cent party in a divorce where the 
cause was “adultery or its full 
moral equivalent.” 

The General Conference also vot- 
ed to reduce from $15,000 to $12,000 
its appropriation for the Federal 
Council of the Churches of Christ 
in America. Salaries and expense 
allowances of Bishops were re- 
duced approximately 15 per cent. 


Bishop Jos. Schrembs’ 
Statement On Raton 
Sanitarium Project 


Cleveland.—In answer to an in- 
quiry, the Most Rev. Joseph 
Schrembs, Bishop of Cleveland, 
has stated that the proposal to 
erect a national sanitarium for 
sick, aged and infirm priests at 
Raton, New Mexico, “has absolute- 
ly nothing to do” with the work of 
the Committee, of which he is a 
member, appointed by the Ameri- 
can Hierarchy several years ago to 
plan the erection of a home for 
priests. 

The Bishop stated that, so far as 
he can learn, the lay committee 
sponsoring the Raton undertaking 
is self-constituted and acting on 
the personal responsibility of its 


members. 


Philadelphia.—Noting that its 
December, 1931, issue gave praise 
to the idea of erecting a national 
sanitarium for sick, aged and in- 
firm priests at Raton, New Mexico, 
The Ecclesiastical Review, in its 
current issue, states that some con- 
fusion has arisen as to the national 
or local character of the project, 
and that changes have been made 
in the plans, and advises that any 
of its readers interested in the 
undertaking seek further informa- 
tion concerning the work first- 
hand.

Catholic Education Not Unpatriotic 


In order to set at ease the pat- 
riotic scruples that might disturb 
the tranquility of certain souls, it 
may be well to reflect on the follow- 
ing excerpt from the religious in- 
struction 
Louis university. Page 
runs as follows: 


The whole subject of Catholic 
Edueation in view of the modern 
conditions has been exhaustively 
treated by the Holy Father in his 
recent Encyclical on the subject. It 
is best to quote several paragraphs: 

“Let it be loudly proclaimed and 
well understood and recognized by 
all, that Catholics, no matter what 
their nationality, m agitating for 
Catholic schools for their children 
are not mixing in party politics, 
but are engaged in a religious en- 
terprise demanded by conscience. 
They do not intend to separate 
their children either from the body 
of the nation or its spirit, but to 
educate them in a perfect manner, 
most conducive to the prosperity 
of the nation. Indeed a good Catho- 
lic, precisely because of his Catholic 
principles, makes the better citizen, 
attached to his country and loyally 
submissive to constituted authority 
in every legitimate form of govern- 
ment.” (Catholic Mind, XXVIII, 
No. 4; Feb. 22, 1930, p. 85-86) 

The thorny problem of the fam- 
ily, the State, the Church and their 
mutual rights in the education of 
the child are thus treated by the 
Holy Father:—‘“The wisdom of the 
Church in this matter is expressed 
with precision and clearness in the 
Code of Canon Law, Canon 1113: 
‘Parents are under a grave obliga- 
tion to see to the religious and 
moral education of their children, 
as well as to their physical and 
civic training, as far as they can, 
and moreover to provide for their 
temporal well-being.’ 

“On this point the common sense 
of mankind is in such complete ac- 
cord that they would be in open 
contradiction with it who dared 
maintain that the children belong 
to the State before they belong to 
the family, and that the state has 
an absolute right over their educa- 
tion. The reason they adduce is un- 
tenable, namely, that man is born 
a citizen and hence belongs primar- 
ily to the State, not bearing in 
mind that before being a citizen, 
man must exist; and existence does 
not come from the State but from 
the parents, as Leo XIII wisely de- 
elared. . .. It does not follow from 
this that the parents’ right to edu- 
cate their children is absolute and 
despotic; for it is necessarily sub- 
ordinated to the last end by Natural 
and Divine Law. . . By nature par- 
ents have a right to the training of 
their children, but with this added 
duty that the education and in- 
struction of the child be in accord 
with the end for which by God’s 
blessing it was begotten. Therefore 
it is the duty of parents to make 
every effort to prevent any invasion 
of theit rights in this matter, and 
to make absolutely sure that the 
education of their children remain 
under their control in keeping with 
their Christian duty, and above all 
to refuse to send them to those 
schools in which there is danger of 
imbibing the deadly poison of im- 
piety. . This incontestable right of 
the family has at various times 
been recognized by nations anxious 
to respect the natural law in their 
civil enactments. Thus, to give one 
recent example, the Supreme Court 
of the United States of North Ame- 
rica, in a decision on an important 
controversy, declared that it is not 
in the competence of the United 
States to fix any uniform standard 
of education for forcing children 
to receive instruction exclusively 
in public schools, and it bases its 
decision on the natural law: the 
child -is not the mere creature of 
the state; those who nurture him 
and direct his destiny have the 
right coupled with the high duty to 
prepare him for the fulfilment of 
his obligation.” (Catholic Mind, 
XXVIII, No, 4, Feb. 22, 1980, pp. 
69, 70.)
